Irvin stood before Judge Tru- 
man G. Futch in the central Flori- 
da town of Ocala and received 
the sentence without showing any 
emotion. 

In a previous trial the 24-year- 
old Negro was sentenced to death 
for the 1949 rape of a 17-year- 
old farmwife. He won a retrial, 
from the U. S. Supreme Court. 

Irvin testified that he was in 
Orlando, Fla., with Samuel Shep- 
herd the night the alleged crimi- 
nal assault took place. Shepherd, 
who also was convicted in the 
earlier trial, was killed by a 
sheriff’s deputy who said the man 
attempted to escape custody. | 

The victim, described by prose- 
cuting attorneys as an “honest, 
old cracker girl, poor but upright,” 
took the stand on the opening day 
of the trial. She said she was

Presidential aspirant Estes Kefauver re- 
cently declared that the corrupt politician 
threatens our system on one front just as 
much as the Communist threatens it on an- 
other. “The best way to destroy democracy,” 
he said, “is to lead youth to believe ours is a 
corrupt democracy in which vice is rewarded 
and virtue is penalized.” There is much food 
for thought in that statement. 

We believe the Congress should also go 
ahead with plans to revamp the Revenue 
Bureau. Chairman McClellan of the Senate 
committee studying the President’s plan to 
reorganize the tax bureau has announced 
himself as opposed to that part of the pro- 
posal which would put all except the top 
commissioner under civil service. 

If the Senate means business on cleaning 
up the bureau, it will certainly not stoop to 
saving this bit of political patronage for it- 
self. The collectors, cause of most of the 
trouble, are appointed on recommendation of 
the senators themselves. We cannot blame 
the President for their malfeasance if the Sen- 
ate insists on retaining this privilege. 

President Truman strengthened the hand 
of Special Investigator Newbold Morris Thurs- 
day in asking Congress to give Morris author- 
ity to subpoena documents and witnesses out- 
side the government in investigating wrong- 
doing. This gives added confidence that the 
President means business in the cleanup job. 
We hope Congress will grant the request. The 
President also asked all agencies of govern- 
ment to co-operate fully with Morris. 

However, the New York incident will not 
go unnoticed. Treasury Secretary Snyder’s 
feuding with congressional investigators is 
an example of the type of nonco-operation 
we can do without.

We hope the split in City Council over 
some provisions within the omnibus bill 
passed by the Legislature for Atlanta does not 
result in a veto of the whole measure. The 
over-all accomplishments of the measure far 
outweigh those which Council members are 
objecting to. 

We agree with Mayor Hartsfield on this 
point: “Thg course of common sense is to 
accept a few things we do not like in return 
for an important improvement in the people’s 
government.” 


These improvements include reduction in 


size of the cumbersome City Council, now 
larger than that of New York City, and the 
provision for an eight-man board of educa- 
tion. The bill has other good features. 

The disagreement over salary scales, which 
set council salaries at $200 a month and pro- 
vides uniform pay scales for police officers 
and firemen, should not be sufficient reason 
to scuttle the whole measure. 

What’s all the excitement about? 

We think the over-all effect of this legis- 
lation would be a much greater savings for 
the City of Atlanta than the $80,000 increase 
in salaries provided for therein.

Japs To Debate Fisheries With ROK

TOKYO, Feb. 14—Japan Sat- 
urday begins her first post-war 
conference on a wide range of 
international issues with one of 
her close Asiatic neighbors. 

A 20-man Japanese _ group, 
headed by Shunichi Matsumoto 
will sit down with a delegation 
from the Korean Republic in an 
attempt to iron out differences 
over fisheries, immigration and ‘a 
half-dozen other subjects which 
threaten to become sore spots for 
both nations after the peace treaty 
restores Japanese independence. 


The meeting promises special 


interest for a variety of reasons. 


First, it is likely to prove as a 
sort of test case as to what over- 


all relations Japan can achieve'and her geographically 


powers, . 
Thus far negotiations with 
the Philippines, Indonesia and 
other countries of the Far East 
have been limited to reparations 
questions and such immediate 
short-term arrangements as ship- 
ping agreements and import and 
export deals under the frame- 
work of the Allied occupation. 
Second, Japan now has an op-

| becomes effective, to remove some 
of the -hatred and suspicion with 
which this nation is still regarded 
by most or all of the immediately 
neighboring countries which were 
victims of Japanese aggression.

LONDON, Feb. 14—Sir Frank 


Whittle, who designed the first jet 
aircraft engine and flew the first 
experimental ‘plane nearly 11 
years ago, may take a job'in the 
United States because he is dis- 
‘isatisfied with the present trend of 
jet development in Britain. 

He confirmed Thursday that he 
has been approached by a large 
American corporation with an in- 
vitation to carry out research in 
the whole field of power produc- 
tion by gas turbines. 


Whittle; who is at present an 
honorary adviser on jet develop- 
ment to the British Overseas Air- 
ways Corp. and a consultant at the 
ministry of supply, said he would 
probably discuss the offer on a 
visit to the United States in about 
a month. He declined to reveal 
the name of the firm. 


His interest is in types of jet 
work which he feels ‘are being 
‘Ineglected in Britain, notably the 
s;centrifugal jet as distinguished 
||from the axial type. 


Whittle has been greatly hon- 
s;ored in Britain as the father of 
jet aviation but said he might 
well accept the American offer if 
his prospective employer would 
allow him to work on lines that he 
believes may prove most fruitful.

There is a scientific reason for 
starting the day with an ade- 
quate breakfast including a 
complete protein food—an egg or 
two, or lean meat, plus a slice 
of toast, fruit juice and coffee. 
Not only is food needed at this 
time, but on an adequate break- 
fast, energy holds over for many 
hours. * 11:00 a. m. is an energy 
peak rather than a let-down. 

Lunch should also include a 
complete protein . .. cheese, a 
second egg, or a serving of meat, 
fish or fowl if the budget al- 
lows. Add a salad for bulk, 
with little dressing, a hot bev- 
erage and fruit for dessert. 

Dinner at night can be an ex- 
cellent meal, yet limited to 450 
or 500 calories... An adequate, 
low calorie dinner includes lean 
meat, 2 vegetables, one starchy 
food, which can be a potato or 
a roll or bread, a pat of butter, 
a beverage and a light dessert, 
preferably fruit.
